Following this startling discovery, 
Coroner Phelan asked Vice President 
E. G. Buckland to explain the exist­ 
ence on the main line of the road of 
such conditions, and Arice President 
Buckland is quoted as saying* 
“AVell, all roads have rotten ties on 
them somewhere.” 
This 
claim 
coming from ^uch a 
prominent railroad official 
as 
Mr. 
Buckland, aroused the corone/ to in­ 
stant action and he immediately took 
a train for New* York, where he will 
examine the ties in use on the Pepn- 
sylvania, New* York Central and oilier 
roads, to see if actual conditions bear 
out A'ice President Buckland’s state­ 
ment that the rotten ties of the New 
Haven were no more rotten than the 
ties of other railroads. 
The discovery of the condition of 
the ties at the scene of the wreck 
followed in vt/ ligation of statements 
made by George E. Everett, a former 
employe of the New* Haven road. 
Everett’s description of the rotten­ 
ness of the ries was so radical that 
Coroner Phelan would not b e lik e his 
story at first and it was only alter re­ 
peated efforts that Everett induced 
him to go to m e scene of the wreck 
to evqmine the w’ood.
